state pr*son here this morning in a state of col- 
lapse and he now says he regrets having killed 
the president. As he was being hustled from the 
train fifteen hundred people rushed up and the 
twenty police were unable to defend the assassin 
from some of the blows that were aimed at him. 
AsCzolgosz reached the prison steps his legs gave 
way beneath him and moaning and shrieking he 
was carried into the prison office where he was 
revived with a drink of brandy. Later, in his celL 
he had regained his stolid indifference which 
characterized him dursnq the trial in Buffalo.
